•wounded many of the rioters. 


Gains Power by Intrigue. 


Washington, Sept. 20.— No surprise 


was expressed here. at the report of 
the action of .Gen. Rafaol Reyes*, presi- 
dent, of the republic of Colombia, in 
declaring himself dictator. 
. Gen. Reyes came, to office through 
an. intrigue- which had its beginning 
as far back as the summer of 1900. 


i At that time the president of the re- 


public was an ol'd vr-an. Gen. Sancla- 
mente, and; the vice-president was Jose 
Man.ii el Marroquin. The former, had 
been elected because of the expecta- 
tion that his great age would cause 
his retirement immediately after the 
elction, but, to the .consternation of

those who had worked for him. but 
really for Marroquin, he decided to 
hold the presidency.

It 
is possible the growth of the revolu- 
tionary fllemor.t has been so great 
that finally he has been compelled to 
assume the dictatorship in order to. 
prevent himself from being thrown 
out of office. 


The experience of more than half a 


century ago has shown Colombia tc 
be utterly incapable of keeping order 
on the' isthmus or keep peace .within 
its own jurisdiction, and as President 
Roosevelt'said, in his message of 1903, 
only the active interference of this 
government enabled her to preserve 
so much as a semblance of sover- 
eignty."

This is1 considered by some 


as a bad omen, for the Wisconsin 
football season, but. on the whole here 


, it is taken as prophesying success 
-rather than disaster. This is the tliird 


live badger that has been carried as1 
a mascot here, and it is agreed that 
none of them ever brought good luck: 
Practically all the superstition at vthe 
Wisconsin camp was against the bad- 
gers, as mascots, for the believ'ers in 
signs declare the animals were . al- 
ways digging holes1 'in the ground at 
critical times in the contests over 
which they were supposed to guard 
the fortunes of the cardinal teams. It 
was observed that whenever the bad- 
ger would succeed in digging a hole 
big enough to crawl into the Wiscon-. 
sin team would take a slump or suf- 
fer bad fortune in the game, and ex- 
plicit instructions were given to Care- 
taken John Hickey not to let the bad- 
ger dig. It was out of this- belief in 
the resujt of the digging of the badger 
that at times when poor luck came 
to the varsity in a game the caretaker 
would hasten to jerk vigorously at 
the badger's chain, seeking to break 
the. hoodoo. 
Particular incidents are 


related that seem to bear out this 
superstition that the digging of the 
badger during an athletic contest is 
an assurance that bad fortune will 
come to the badger team, and as the 
state animal of Wisconsin is a natural 
digger, and particularly so .when in 
front of a crowded-grandstand; it is 
looked upon as courting defeat to 
have a live badger as mascot, and 
so the 
dearth of the third 
badger 


causes no disappointment and is even 
hailed as an encouraging sign.

NORTHERN 
CORN IS HOUSED 


Late Piant Is Maturing Slowly in- Up- 


per Ohio and Missouri Valleys- 
Smut Is Reported in Dakota Spring 
Wheat—Other Crops. 


Washington, Sept. 20.—The weekly 


summary of crop conditions issued bj 
the weather bureau is as follows: 


"Except in New England and the 


northern part of the middle Atlantic 
states, where the week ended Sept 
IS averaged considerably cooler than 
usual, the temperature was above 
the normal and generally favorable, 
the week being decidedly warm over 
the greater part of the central valleys, 
gulf states and eastern Rocky moun- 
tain slope. 
Light to heavy frosts oc- 


curred in the Rocky mountain regions 
and also In North Dakota, the lake 
region, New England and ' the "north- 
ern portion of the middle Atlantic 
states, but they resulted in no seri- 
ous Injury. A marked feature of tho 
week was the excessive precipitation, 
accompanied in places by high winds, 
in the lower Missouri valley, where 
much damage was done, especially in 
central and western Missouri and east- 
ern Kansas. 


Wet Weather Does Damage. 


"Wet weather 
also 
proved detri- 


mental over a large part of the mid- 
dle Atlantic states and in portions ol 
the south Atlantic 
and 
east 
guli 


districts, while drouth continues over 
portions of Texas. 
Generally favor- 


able weather prevailed in the central 
gulf states, Tennessee and most ol 
the Ohio valley and middle Atlantic 
states. Favorable weather also pre- 
vailed in California ..and showers 
re- 


lieved drouth conditions to a greater 
or less extent in Washington and Or- 
egon. 


"While corn has experienced favor- 


able conditions over a large part of 
the corn belt, late corn in the upper 
Ohio and Missouri valleys is. maturing 
slowly and the crop in the lower Mis-, 
sourl valley has 
suffered 
seriously 


from excessive rains and high winds, 
especially in Missouri and Kansas. ID 
the first-mentioned' state a large part 
of the crop has been ^blown down or 
badly damaged', much is under water, 
and that in shock is beginning to 
mold. Over the- .northern part of the 
corn belt from, two-thirds to three- 
fourths of the crop is-.now safe from1 


frost. 


"Notwithstanding frequent showers 


In the aprln1^ wheat-region, thrashing 
'of spring wheat" has 
been, general, 


shock thrashing in Minnesota being 
nearly completed. Considerable smut 
is reported from the Dakota's. 


Boll Weevil Gets in Cotton. 


"While a slight'improvement'in the 


condition of cotton is reported from 
Oklahoma and Indian Territory and 
portions of Louisiana a,nd northern 
Texas, the crop as a whole over most 
of tlv belt has experienced little or 
no change, with a tendency toward 
deterioration. 
Premature opening is 


extensively reported in the eastern 
an *'western districts, but only few 
complaints of this character are re- 
ce.ived from the central portion. Boll 
'weevils are increasing in Texas and 
are causing injury in western Louis- 
iana. 
A poor top crop is promised. 


Picking is advancing rapidly and is 
nearly completed in most fields in 
southern Georgia. 


"Except in Kentucky, where about 


one-third of the crop remains to be se- 
cured, tobacco is nearly all cut and 
housed. 
Moist atmosphere has not 


been favorable for curing in Ken- 
tucky and New England,; but in Vir- 
ginia, North Carolina and Tennessee 
the crop is curing nicely. 


"Nearly all reports indicate a very 


light apple crop. 


"Blight and rot continue to be ex- 


tensively reported in the principal po- 
tato producing states, although fair 
yields are indicated in some sections. 


"Plowing for fall seeding has been 


interrupted by rains in the lower Mis- 
souri and Ohio valleys and has been 
prevented by drouth, in portions o£ the 
southern states. Elsewhere this work 
ia well advanced.

TUc company had its attention call- 


ed to tlie value of peat as a steaming 
ngcncy some weeks ugo and ;ipon rep- 
resentation that it was equol to bitu- 
minous .coal was induced to tost Its 
qualities. 
These were eminently sat- 


isfying, and n carload of tbo material 
Las beou delivered for further experi- 
ment. The source of supply is in the 
town of Lowingtou, Mass., and it is 
said' thnt this single deposit would 
furnish enough fuel for all the rail- 
roads entering Boston for a period of 
2dO years. 


Tho treatment consists In cutting out 


the poat iu largo cubes and then sub- j 
jccting them to heavy pressure, which 
exudes all the moisture and makes the 
mass as compact as anthracite. In the 
pressing tlie cakes take on an elliptical 
shape, with an inch hole running 
through them, which admits of free 
burning. In reporting on tho first ex- 
periments the officials of the road say 
that they found that this fuel made an 
exceptionally hot fire, was free from 
smoke and that it could be pureh:»swl 
for less than coal. From an' econom- 
ical standpoint, however, the coal show- 
ed to better advantage owing to slow- 
er consumption, but the t\vo advan- 
tages uamod for tho peat fully offset 
that in favor of coal. 


The further'tests which tho company 


proposes making will bo watched with 
interest, as a solution of the present 
suioko nuisance may be found iu the 
general use for steaming 'purposes oC 
the peat fuel. 


The Groat Western railway in Eng-

An order recently 'issued by th 


rennsylvania Uallroad company wiiicli j 
is heartily received by the euginemen 
aud firemen provides that each engine 
crew shall use tbe same locomotive all 
tho time, imd uo other will be assigned 
to a crew unless they are ruunius,' ox 
tru, says a Pittsburg dispatch. It is 
understood that in many cases the 
1'enusylvauiu lias been pooling loco 
motives on account of the shortage o? 
motive power in recent mouths, and by 
the pooling system a locomotive crew 
gets a different: one on nearly every 
run. Ihc officials realize that when a 
crew has the same locomotive all the 
time bettor care is taken oi' the ma- 
chine and better results arc obtained. 


It will be the duty of the crow to 


look after the engines at tlie end of a 
run, and In this way tho officials con- 
sider a great deal ot repair work will 
bo eliminated. It is also a recognized j 
1'acttliat an engineer becomes attached 
to a certain engine and can accomplish 
a great deal more with one that lie 
knows. The ucw order is not only sat- 
isfactory to the trainmen, but is looked 
upon by the officials as a means of less- 
ening the expense ot keeping up Uie 
motive power by having the engines 
carefully looked after from day to day.
